Tlie Metric Sj-ntem. 
I 


The standard meter was constructed in 


1790 by an international commission rep- 
resenting France, Holland, S\\ eden, Swit- 
zerland, Deumaik, Spam, Savoy and the 
Homan, Cisalpine and Ligurian republics. 
It ^as made of platinum and was depos- 
ited in the Palace of Archives in, Paris to 
lie the definite basis of the metric s} stern 
forever. The meter is the primary base 
or unit from which the other units of the 
sjstem aio formed. 
When the system. 


was adopted by France, the meter was 
estimated to be the ten-millionth part of 
tho quadrant of the meridian passing 
thiough Barcelona and Dunkerque. The 
unit of length is the ''meter," which is 
equal to 39.37 inches. The unit of sur- 
face is the "are,'* which is equal to 119.60 
square feet. The unit of capacity is the 
"liter," which contains 
G1.027 
cubic 


inches. The unit of weight is the "gram," 
w hich is equal to 15.432 grains. 


The Murnetllcn Docker*. 


Tho dockers at Marseilles mostly be- 


long to a race which is quite distinct 
ftom the French inhabitants of the town. 
They speak and write a language of 
their own, which is a curious medley of 
Provencal and a degenerate Greek, with 
a thin strain of modern French. 
They 


live almost exclusively in the old part of 
the town and proudly cherish and pro- 
tect their language. 
Marseilles was 


founded by the Phocseans from Asia 
Minor (500 years before Christ and up to 
the end of the fourth century A. D. was 
a center of Greek civilization. This fact 
accounts for the strange patois.— London 
Chronicle. ^ _

SENTIMENT AS TO OLD SIGNS. 


\VentIier "Worn Boards Ketaiiicil In 


Spite of Clinng'es In Firm Names, j 
People who think that there is no senti- 


m^nt in commercial life need only wander 
about any ot the old business centers of 
Now York to have their beliefs changed. 
They will see old signs, some of them in a 
state of decay almost bordering on disso- 
lution, on thi walls of the houses of the 
older firms. • 


In some instances these signs remain 


even though the name of the firm has 
been changed.' 
In cases in which sons 


have succeeded to the business many of 
Ihe old signs of "the firm which cstablish- 
ed'the business are still to be seen. Many 
are weather worn and the lettering is al- 
most indistinct,-but the present firms do 
not permit them to he retouched. 


Occasionally the boards split and the 


edges break. These ravages are repaired 
for safety's sake, but the dim outlines"of 
the lettering remain. 


A sign writer who had been called to 


repair one of these ancient landmarks'in 
Greenwich street asked the head of the 
firm, who represents the third generation 
in the concern, if he should not regild the 
letters. 


"Certainly not," was the answer. "If I 


consented to your doing-that, I should ex- 
pect the business of this firm to fail." 


In some cases in which new names have 


succeeded to the business old signs have 
been removed from the outer walls and 
placed inside. Iu an office in a Broadway 
store there is an old wooden sign suspend- 
ed over the desk of the grandson of the 
founder of the firm, who is at the head of 
the business. 


"1 couldn't think of leaving the old sign 


ont of doors at night," said the young 
jnan, who looked at it' with a glow of 
pride. "1 have heard my father say that 
when that sign was first put up by his fa- 
ther all the merchants in this part of the 
town came over and looked at it and ad- 
mired it, and my grandfather.gave them 
a dinner on account ot it.

The old toll house at the Kittery Point 


bridge has come down, as the biidge was 
freed by vote of the town two jears ago, 
no other will take its place. It was built 
when the bridge was, about sixty years 
ago. At first it was set on piles near the 
westerly eod of the bridge, but the hill 
at that end of the bridge was so steep— 
much steeper thau it is now—that teams 
found it very difficult to scop at the 
right place, and when the road was icy, 
quite impossible; so after the toll house 
had roosted on its pile supports about 
fifteen years, aud a number ol' accidents 
had occurred, it was moved to the other 
end of the bridge and placed on the 
land.

Morocco it is customary to place a dag- 
ger unStr the pillow at night to ward off 
the nightmare, aad ia Greece a black 
handled knife is supposed to hare the 
same effect. 
The aucient Germans be- 


lieved that nightmare was due to a 
demon who during sleep seated himself 
upon the chebt of the sleeper and op- 
pressed his breathing. 


The symptoms of nightmare are varia- 


ble, though, they may be always extreme- 
ly disagrt-eable. It may be a realistic 
&..>nsatioa of falling from a high place, 
such as the summit of a steep precipice, 
or one may suffer all the horrors of a 
flood or fire or a struggle -with enemies 
superior in force aud number. Frantic 
animals may attack or spring upon the 
sleeper, and with all these visions there 
is an inexpressible anguish and pain, 
with a sense of imminent danger, escape 
or defense seeming impossible, while the 
victim is unable to cry out for assist- 
ance or iu tue always present struggle at 
last utters a groan, or two which may 
awake him. 


Nightmare is especially distinguishable 


from dreams by the sensation of depres- 
sion aud suffocation. It is, iu fact, a true 
temporary miniature delirium. 
Some- 


times, long nfter awakening, it leaves the 
subject a prey to nervous anxiety, violent 
palpitation and unusual debility. In fact, 
it has a marked analogy with insanity, 
and if it is constantly recurring it may 
be of serious portent, pointing to eome af- 
fection of the brain or mind. Not that 
nightmare causes nervous disease or in- 
sanity, but that nervous disease pre-exist- 
ing causes, on the contrary, this special 
disposition of the brain to temporary de- 
lirium. 


From this it can be understood why 


nightmare is often hereditary, just as ab- 
normal nervous impressionability may be 
inherited. The child, too. sensitive to the 
slightest impression, a .living bundle of 
nerves, is more especially subject to night 
terrors, even while awake, owing to the 
power of the mind to project ideas into 
space and with the eye to see them as 
actualities imbued with life. Next in sus- 
ceptibility are ^women and some men 
whose brains ha've remained in the infan- 
tile state properly called simple minded. 
Anaemia, fever, disturbance of the circu- 
lation caused by diseases of the heart of 
the large blood vessels, disturbed respira- 
tion due to asthma or a full stomach are 
the most frequent predisposing causes 
nnd are as powerful as nervous disturb- 
ances, such as hysteria and hypochondria, 
in causing nightmare. 


Sometimes nightmare is due to pro- 


longed wakefulness, a radical change in 
diet or faulty position of the body, such 
as lying upon the back or face. Some- 
times it is due to some mechanical inter- 
ference, such as an aneurism or even 
swollen tonsils. 


In nervous persons emotional in charac- 


ter nightmare may be caused by grewsome 
tales or woeful spectacles, grief, discour- 
agement, hatred, anger, etc. In fact, the 
most intense nightmare is due to exalta- 
tions of passion due to the loss of dearly 
loved relatives or friends, sudden nnd 
extreme reverse of fortune, disappointed 
ambition, the fear of disease or- even a 
shock to one's self love and esteem. 


The treatment of nightmare consists in 


awakening the subject and if there is 
perturbation of mind giving some mildly 
sedative potion, -such as warm water 
sweetened with sirup of lettuce. Follow- 
ing this," care should, be taken to remove 
the supposed cause to prevent recurrence 
of the nightmare/ In the case of children 
intense- moral impressions, weird stories 
nnd grtwsome tales should be avoided, es- 
pecially before bedtime. 


The -child should -be put to bed early 


to nvoid the exciting environment of the 
social circle, -of animated conversation 
and convivial jollity. The evening meal 
should 'be a light one both' as to quantity 
nnd quality 
x of food 'and drink, avoiding 


highly spiced relishes and stimulating 
drinks. The chamber should be* spacious 
and.wcH ventilated, the bed not too soft 
and without too much bedeiothmg. Per- 
fect muscular relaxation, avoidance of" 
fnlsp, positions arid berfpct freedom, all 
compression interfering with respiration 
or circulation, tmist be avoided. The fpet 
ought to- be warm and lower than th« 
head. 
The body should be extended 


and'uot cuddled up into a bal.'. 


The bed' ought to be slrghrly inclined 


from head to foot, but the proper eleva- 
tiop of the; head varies according to tem- 
perament. Anaemic people n<*ed to have 
the head quite low, but full blooded peo- 
ple rest easier if the head is higher. An 
excitable, cpugosted brain may be re- 
lieved by warm baths, tonics nnd antl- 
spnsmodies like the bromides aud va- 
lerian. If there Is a tendency to palpita- 
tion, the person should lie upon the right 
side. If the liver is disordered by chron- 
ic digestive troubles, -the person should 
lie on the left side. The stomach should 
be in good condition, especially If there 
is flatulence du6 to gastric torpidity, 
leading to .fermentation of food, nnd dila- 
tion of the stomach should be energetical- 
ly treated.

Families in which certain diseases 


exist must report the same to the board 
of health, if no physician is in attend 
acce. 


Boards of health must quarantine in 


the case of certain diseases, placard 
the premises, make reports to tne state 
board of health, and cirry out 
dis- 


infection. 


No child having a commaoicable dis 


etee, or who bus been exposed to such, 
can attend any school. 


Boards of health must enforce the 


law relating to the vaccination of school 
children.
